It measured 2t> inches in 
length and was the lineat crop seen 
hara thia aaaaon. 

The unprecedented rush to market 
baa swamped all the factories and 
dalivariea are now mode under great 
dlfficnlties. The big factories are 
packed to the ceilings with only nar- 
row aialea left to gatthroagh the 
tobacco, which is being prized by 
hundreds of hands and stripped ou t 
aa faat aa pomihla. 

The American Co., is alone prizing 
3S0 hogsheads a week and haa al- 
ready -handled 2,000,000 ponada. 
The Imperial Co.. The Mathews Co., 
Tandy & Fairleigh. R. C. Wast & 
Co.. P. E. Waat ft Ca., and odier 
dealers are doing a full capacity bus- 
iness and it is estimated that 200 
hogaheada a day are being prized in 
the city.

ging them not to send any more for
